Enclosed are three copies of the St. Michael clinic Financial Assistance Award termination
documents and Joint Project Agreement documents. As originally conceived, the Norton Sound
Health Corporation was to provide project management for the St. Michael clinic. In order to
accomplish this, Commission funding was to be provided to A-DCED to supplement an existing A-
DCED grant to St. Michael. However, the community of St. Michael subsequently requested that
the Alaska Native Tribal Health Consortium (ANTHC) manage the project. This decision was based
upon a historic working relationship developed between ANTHC and the community through the
provision of sanitation facility projects. Consequently, we have amended the funding documents to
reflect this community request and Commission funding will not be provided to A-DCED, but rather
to ANTHC.
